Ehrlich: Approval of ICarter remains 

working paper likely

The Cabinet is likely to approve the 
“working paper” on Geneva 
hammered out In New York earlier 
this week by Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan, U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski. 

This was the assessment voiced 
last night In a radio interview by 
Finance Minister .Slmha Ehrlich, 
who has taken part in the con- 
sultations over the working paper at 
Premier Menahem Be gin's hospital 
bedside. 

Another authoritative source 
denied to The Jerusalem Post 
reports that Begin had expressed 
serious reservations over the work- 
ing paper that might block Its accep- 
tance. 

Until the decisive Cabinet meeting 
scheduled for Tuesday, a process of 
“clarifications” will continue 
between Israel and the U. 8 ., while 
the U.S. simultaneously canvasses 
the views of the Arab governments. 

As reported by The Post's 
Washington correspondent yester- 
day. the new key element in the 
working paper is Israel's agreement 
to multl-p&rty Arab delegations — in- 
cluding Palestinians — negotiating 
with it on such Issues as the West 
Bank and Gaxa or the refugee 
problem. While there is still ap- 
parently some residual vagueness as 
to the identities of the Palestinians 
who will participate at the peace con- 
ference, Ehrlich firmly asserted last 
night that they would not be known 
PLO members. The Israeli position 


had not changed on that, be affirmed. 

The multi-party proposal appears 
to have been evolved to circumvent 
two obstacles: Israel’s objection to a 
separate Palestinian delegation, and 
Jordan's refusal to Incorporate 
Palestinian representatives In Its 
delegation. 

Israel's agreement to the proposal 
would represent a significant conces- 
sion. In the past Israel insisted that 
substantive negotiations must be 
conducted only with Individual Arab 
states. The logic of this stand was 
that in a multi-party delegation the 
moderates would inevitably line 19 
with the most extremist, and no free 
negotiation would be possible. 

But reliable sources indicated 
yesterday that Begin intends to urge 
the Cabinet to adopt maximal flex- 
ibility on the procedural questions — 
providing always that this does not 
contravene Israel's fundamental re- 
jection of any PLO participation at 
the conference. 

The Premier is understood to feel 
that If a confrontation with the 
Garter Administration on the Palesti- 
nian Issue cannot ultimately be 
avoided. It should preferably erupt 
over the . substantive question of 
West Bank PLO state rather than 
over the more Insubstantial issues of 
conference procedure. 

In such a confrontation Israel 
would seek to rally public opinion in 
the U.S. to its side, and the issue of a 
West Bank state is thought to be a 
much more readily understandable 
cause over which to do battle with the 
administration than the specific for- 
mat of the Geneva conference 
delegations.

WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter yesterday tried to reassure a 
group of pro-Israel Congressmen 
that his Administration remains ful- 
ly committed to Israel's security and 
well-being, despite the recently 
issued U.S.-Soviet joint statement on 
the Middle East. 

According to one Congressman at 
the meeting, the President said that 
he would rather “commit political 
suicide’’ than break his past pledges 
to preserve Israel and enhance its 
well-being. 

During a meeting with 26 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives at the White House, the Presi- 
dent said that his Administration 
had agreed to the phrase “the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people" in that Joint statement, 
rather than the previously accepted 
‘legitimate interests," because he 
did not see much difference between 
’rights" and "interests.” 

In any case, the President made 
the point that the Soviets had wanted 
the U.S. to recognize the "national 
rights" of the Palestinians, which could 
mean the establishment of a 
separate Palestinian state. Carter 


4 n«irtPd that the "legitimate rights” 
of the Palestinians does not 
necessarily recognize the right to a 
“national” state. 

"Legitimate rights" have less 
political significance, the President 
said, than do “national rights." 

Garter aiso Insisted once again 
that he has never supported the con- 
cept of an independent Palestinian 
state. Acoording to sources present 
at the meeting. Carter said that 
Israel rejects such a state, and even 
the Arab states do not necessarily 
support one, despite their rhetoric te 
the contrary. 

The President said that the ques- 
tion of a Palestinian "homeland" or 
“entity," on the other hand, would 
have to be left for negotiations 
between Israel and the Arabs at 
Geneva, 

In addition to reassuring the 
Congressmen on the U.S.-Soviet 
statement. Carter denied strongly 
that the U.S. had any Intention of im- 
posing a settlement in the Middle 
East or accepting any changes to UN 
Security Council Resolution 242 
which were unacceptable to all the 
parties concerned. In effect, this 
would mean that Israel would retain

U.S. waits for Israel 
accord before giving 
Arabs new Geneva plan 


PLO will not insist on 
Geneva representation

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. is 
waiting for the Israel Cabinet to ap- 
prove the tentative working paper 
on procedures for reconvening the 
Geneva conference before officially 
presenting it to the Arab states, 
American officials said yesterday. 

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan, 
who worked out the tentative prin- 
ciples with President Jimmy Carter 
during late-night bargaining earlier 
this week, had indicated during 
those talks that the Cabinet would 
probably meet yesterday to take up 
the matter. Dayan Indicated that it 
would win speedy approval during a 
special session chaired by Finance 
Minister Simcha Ehrlich, during 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin’s 
absence in hospital. 

The postponement of the CaMnet 
meeting until next Tuesday has con- 
cern ed American officials 
somewhat. They fear that the Israel 
C-ovci ,iment may not acce?-. til the 


concessions agreed to by Dayan. 
Under those circumstances, 
negotiations could once again bog 
down. 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
has been staying In close contact 
with the Arab Foreign Ministers in 
New York, keeping them up-to-date 
on the talks with Israel. While he has 
sounded out the Arabs on the basic 
principles of the working paper, he 
has concluded that the actual docu- 
ment should be presented to them 
only after Jerusalem accepts it. 

U.S. officials remain hopeful that 
the Cabinet will go along with the 
Dayan-approved guidelines. They 
believe that the position taken by 
Begin will be crucial to the mood of 
the Cabinet, and they are hoping that 
the Prime Minister supports Dayan. 

Dayan, who Is scheduled to ad- 
dress the UN General Assembly on 
Monday, will return to Jerusalem 
shortly thereafter, to personally pre-

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization said last night that it 
will not insist that its own personnel 
be the Palestinian negotiators at the 
resumed Middle East peace talks in 
' Geneva. 

In an interview with CBS cor- 
respondent Doug Tunnel in Beirut, 
spokesman Mahmoud Labadl said 
that as long as the PLO was responsi- 
ble for choosing the Palestinian 
delegates to Geneva, these need not 
be actual members of the PLO. 

The Interview was seen by 
observers to constitute a major FLO 
concession. Israel has already 
agreed that the Palestinians who are 
not known members of the PLO could 
take part In the Geneva talks. 

The shift In the PLO stance was 
first signalled on Wednesday by 
Cairo’s authoritative “& 1 - 
Gomhouriya’ ’ newspaper, wMch 


hinted that the PLO was now seeking 
a mandate to name the Palestinian 
negotiators rather than participating 
itself in the talks. There were in- 
dications that the concession was 
pressed by Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, who himself ha« back- 
ed down on direct PLO participation 
<ss reported in yesterday's 
Jerusalem Post). 

Meanwhile. Egypt, Syria and Jor- 
dan yesterday reported that they 
were reviewing the latest Geneva 
"working paper" outlined by U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter and 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan, and 
implied that they believed it needed 
amendments. 

None of the Arab states concerned 
has rejected the paper outright. This 
includes Syria, whose Foreign 
Minister. .

Vance: No Geneva without compromise 


NEW YORK (AP). — U.S. Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance said yesterday 
that the Arabs and Israel will have to 
compromise their own goals If there 
is' to be a Geneva peace conference 
this year. 

‘There must be decisions as to 
what is important and what is less, 
and we must concentrate on those 


things wMch are essential." Vance 
said in a speech to the 22 -member 
Arab league. 

Later he had a meeting with Egyp- 
tian Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy 
on a tentative U.S.-Israeli formula 
for reviving peace talks before the 
end of the year. 


JmuVcs Post 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
continued to recuperate in hospital 
yesterday from his pericardiac com- 
plaint. Doctors said he will probably 
be discharged after the weekend and 
officials in Jerusalem said the 
Premier hopes to chair Tuesday's

Doctors at Tel. Aviv’s Ichilov 
Hospital noted that Begin was being 
hospitalized more "to give him a 
good rest" than anything else.

Lebanese prepare 
to send men south

A Lebanese army team yesterday 
toured the southern border with 
Israel, In preparation for dis- 
patching government troops there.- 
according to reports from Beirut. 

The team, led by a Capt. J&lbout, 
was said to have gone south to 
prepare for the takeover of positions 
manned by Christian militias and 
Palestinian terrorists, now obser- 
ving a cease fire In the border area. 
The two rival camps have Just 
stopped the hostilities which went on 
for about ten months beyond the civil 
war In the rest of Lebanon. 

The Beirut reports said that the

Meanwhile reports from Upper 
Galilee said that Christians arriving 
at the Good Fence in Metulla com- 
plained about terrorist violations of 
the ceasefire, despite the general 
quiet. 

The Christiana said the terrorists 
were busy improving their for- 
tifications. and bringing large 
amounts of fighters and equipment 
down to the border areas.

CAMP SHOMRON. — Six Gush 
gn umijn settlers b & t in the shade of 
■tall trees here yesterday afternoon, 
watching Arab villagers prepare 
■their new encampment. 

The six belong to the Shomron par- 
in (settlement nucleus) which had 
asked to settle In the abandoned 
railway station near Sebastta, a few 
kilometres north of this camp. But 
they agreed to live In the army camp 
after Prime Minister Men ahem 
Begin made it clear he will brook no 
unilateral settlement bids. 

It was not clear how many people 
were actually in the group seen here 
yesterday. The settlers said their 
‘secretariat had decided no cue wQl 
talk to reporters. But one source, 
said there are usually four to live 
men and about ton youngsters In the 
camp. 

Their homes are being bunt by 10 
.to ifi Arabs from the nearby Tubas 
and Jaba who are supervised fay 
'Jews. 

The camp's fence was cut open 
near the main gate and a special en- 
trance was prepared for the settlers 
so that they will be independent of 
the camp. . Yesterday afternoon, 
Read Ahamad, 27, of Tubas, watered 
the ground for other workers who 
smoothed it to prepare the ground 
for settlers' tents. The Arabs, who 
started work on Monday, also built 
showers and dug latrines. 

The local boss. Aharon Yehezkel 
claimed the settlers had unloaded 
two trucks which brought planks and 
boards for the mesa hall. 

The settlers' relations with the 
defence authorities were strained 
recently and an eyewitness said he 
had heard deputy Defence Minister 
Mordechai Zippo ri scold the settlers. 
Technically, members of the 
Shomron garin are considered 
Defence Ministry employees, a Gush 
TCraunlm source said last night. Zip- 
po ri told The Jerusalem Post that 
those who do not work would not be 
paid. 

The Gush Emunim source com- 
plained that the army was behind 
schedule. The tents for the families 
were to have been put up by yester- 
day but the ground was not yet 
prepared, he said. 


Gusli Emunim 'a spokesman Zvi 
Slonim said last week the settlers' 
wives and children were to arrive 
here by Wednesday bringing the 
settlement to a population of 150, but 
Zippcrl said yesterday the families 
win move "after Saturday."

Court $ays Concorde may 
land at Kennedy airport 


NEW YORK. (Reuter). — The U.S. 
Court of Appeals yesterday 'signed an 
order allowing, the Anglo-French 
supersonic Concorde, airliner to 
begin flights immediately into New 
York’s Kennedy International air- 
port. 

In grantjng permission, the three- 
man court turned down two requests 
for stays by the operators of Kennedy 
airport, the port authority of New 
York and New Jersey. •• 

Although they have now received 
the go-ahead after an 18-month bat- 
tle. Concorde's operators. Air 
France and British Airways, are not 
expected to start flights here for two 
or three weeks; • 

Earlier yesterday the port authori- 
ty had asked for a 80-day stay to 
enable It to promulgate new noise 
regulations at Kennedy — rules that 
could possibly bar the Concorde from 
ever landing to New York, where it 


has drawn the wrath of dozens of 
civic groups. 

- The authority bad also asked for a 
10-day stay so that it could appeal 
against toe Appeals Court ruling to 
the Supreme Court 

On September 29, the three- judge 
panel ruled that toe authority had 
been discriminatory and unfair to its 
barring the Concorde from landing 
here. 

The court, however, said the port 
authority did have the right to bring 
to new noise regulations for its air- 
port,' provided they were non- ' 
discriminatory, applying to both sub- 
aonic and supersonic craft. Yester- 
day the port authority said It would 
introduce such rules next Tuesday 
for . public debate. Authority staff 
members believe the new 
regulations might also keep out 
several other planes, including sub- 
sonic DC- 8a and Boeing 707s.

TEL AVIV. — The question of 
whether a physician tell his patient 
that he has cancer was the theme oC 
a round-table symposium held this 
week under the sponsorship of the 
i Israel Cancer Association. The con- 
sensus was to pose another question: 
Is it really possible to hide the fact 
from btmf 

“In my eatperience," Dr. Shlomo 
Breznltz, a psychologist from the 
Haifa University said, “it is only 
possible to hide the truth from one 
type of person — he who refuses to 
believe the truth.- All the others find 
out sooner or later, for patients have 
eyes and ears, if the doctor tells " 
them pne thing, and they look about . 
them and see the exact opposite. 


nothing has been gained.'' . 

“Patients have , come to me and 
asked, 'Why did my doctor lie to me? 
How can yon expect me to trust him 
in the future?"* added BfihaConflnn, 
a social welfare worker.

PETAH TIKVA. — Parents of pupils 
from four strike-bound schools here 
beat up two municipal workers dur- 
ing a violent city hail demonstration 
yesterday to protest the city’s deci- 
sion to send seventh graders to the 
new intermediate school. 

A spokesman for the municipality 
said five of the demonstrators tried 
to break Into the mayor’s office. He 
was attending a meeting In Tel Aviv 
at the time. Although police were 
present, city officials did. not ask 
them to Interfere, the spokesman 
'said. "But if the demonstrations con- 
tinue tomorrow, we may ask the 
police to take measures, fr he warn- 
ed. 

• The strike at the Hess, Yssodot, 
Morasha and Hamatmid schools and 
. the demonstrations are likely to con- 
tinue and no immediate solution to 
the dispute Is expected. 

The parents at Hess aad Yesodot 
began their strike with the opening 
of the 1 school year In September 
saying they were unwilling to send 
their children to the’ new in- 
termediate, school because of its dis- 
tance from their homes. But after 
Bosh Hashana, the parents called off 
their strike when Education Minister 
Zevuhm Hammer — over the objec- 
tions of the municipality and of some 
Ministry officials — reached an 
agreement with the parents. 

The children were to begin seventh 
grade classes In their present 
elementary schools, the agreement 
stated, while their parents' objec- 
tions to the intermediate plan were 
examined. But this only created a 
new crisis. 


] Parents at Hamatmid and 
] Morasha — the Mum schools which

The Education Ministry has in- 
troduced a longer school day for 16.- 
000 elementary schoolchildren 
throughout the country. The volun- 
. tary longer schoolday will last until 4 
p m., and parents will pay up to 
IL130 a month on .a graded tuition 
basis. 

The experimental programme has 
been set up following pressure from 
the women’s organisations about 
what .is increasingly being recognis- 
ed as an acute social problem — the 
“door-key children' • of working, 
mothers — elementary 
schoolchildren coming to empty 
homes at lunchtime using a door key 
strung around their necks. 

However, Dr. Blanka Burg, who 
heads the Ministry's extended 
schoolday programme which was set 
up four years ago and encompasses 
25,000 disadvantaged children, has 


criticized the new programme. Dr. 
Burg pointed out that while It was 
praiseworthy that something was be- 
ing done to help working mothers, 
“nothing wha trover has been said 
about the eduoatlonal alms and 
means of the new programme." 

Other Ministry officials described 
p lt as "basically a baby-sitting ser- 
vice which parents have to pay for. 
■The extended Schoolday, which 
aimes to provide enrichment for dis- 
advantaged children, is free. 

Pupils census 

The Central Bureau of Statistics is 
to conduct a country-wide census of 
pupils. 

Education Ministry spokesman 
Ylarael Cohen said the findings of 
the census would be used for plan- 
ning purposes. Another study will 
determine how many schoolchildren 
benefit from educational television.

HAIFA. — The heads of the shipping 
companies and the two seamen's un- 
lobs agreed yesterday on a joint ef- 
fort to persuade the Treasury to 
adopt a new approach to the 
seamen’s Income tax problem. 

At a meeting lasting more than 
two hours, they decided to ask 
Finance Minister stwha Ehrlich for 
a meeting on the issue, to ensure the 
s u rv iv al of Israel shipping. 

Both sides have in effect rejected 
the proposal of the deputy finance 
minister, Yehezkel Flomln, to im- 
pose the tax reform on the seamen 
but grant them a tax-free foreign 
cur r en cy allowance of 840 for each 
day spent la a foreign port and 8760 
for each day at sea. The companies 
proposed granting lump sum 
allowance up to |500 each per month, 


to eliminate the disadvantage to 
crews of the more modern ships 
which spend less time in port. The 
unions rejected this as inadequate. 

Marine Officers Union secretary 
Yeshayahu Groman told The 
Jerusalem Post the taxation issue 
was only the first hurdle towards a 
new labour contract. His union In- 
sisted on a net Increase of earnings 
to put the seamen “roughly” In line 
with the earnings of seamen in 
Western countries. 

However, if the Treasury would 
not make special tax concessions, he 
said the onions would demand that 
the companies “groaa" their salaries 
1 — that Is, pay most of the tax to assu- 
re them higher take-home pay. 
Groman said the unions knew that 
‘these outlays would eventually ruin 
the companies and therefore the 
Treasury must realise a new ap- 
proach to the problem Is necessary.

Much talk, no action on Gaza services

,GAZA. — Sources In the local 
■military government this week could 
not point to any concrete advances — 
-not even newly approved plana or 
budgets — resulting from the 
government’s controveraftl decision 
-two months ago to grant “equal ser- 
vices and privileges” to residents of 
the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

. Officials at the Gasa municipality, 
meanwhile, said there are many 
areas where services provided by 
the military government are lagging 
far behind those available in Israel, 
including inadequate staff and 
equipment at Gaza's SMfa hospital 
and deficiencies In the Strip's 
educational system. 

One result of the government's 
decision that military government 
sources could point to to “discussions 
on the preparation of larger budgets 
for the rehabilitation of residents of 
Gaza’s refugee camps.” 

To date solutions have been found 
for about 8,000 refugee families in 
the Gaxa Strip — by providing them 
either with new housing or a plot of 
land on which they could build a 
home. The military sources felt that 
the present rate does not even keep 
up with the natural growth of the 
Strip’s refugee population of ap- 
proximately 160,000, and that larger 
budgets would enable the military 
government to implement the policy 
more effectively. 

Such budgets, it was understood, 
are only now In the final stages of 
discussion and probably will not 
come Into effect until the beginning 
of the new fiscal year next April. 

Military sources could also point to. 
the “continuing discussions" on the 
Implementation of a voluntary 


| health insurance programme for 
i Gaxa residents, but, it to understood, 
: the projected programme was not to* 
; Itiated by the present government. 

I At present only local residents who 
'are employees of the military 
government or police are covered by 
such Insurance schemes. 

As for the government’s an- 
nounced intention to implement laws

GAZA. — Municipal authorities here 
have approved the first stage of a 
project to reclaim the local eroding 
shoreline, which has been en- 
dangering buildings located along 
the shore and reductog'-the swim- 
ming beaches. - ■- 

Gaxa town clerk Issam Shawwa 
told The Jerusalem Post this week 
that the first state Involves the con- 
struction of six 50-metre long braces 
to protect the shore from direct 
onslaught of waves and to help en- 
trap sand. 


J. A report, by $ E(aifa engineering* 
firm 'blamed the erosion on two jet- 
ties built by the military government 
for the now idle Gaza port/ which 
affected water currents and 
movements of sands. Shawwa said

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Algeria rejects Japanese extradition request 


TOKYO. — Algeria yesterday re- 
jected a Japanese request to ex- 
tradite the terrorists who hijacked 
the Japan Air Lines plane last week, 
the Foreign Ministry said here. The 
five Japanese Red Army gunmen 
hijacked the DC-8 plane over India 
on September 28 and successfully 
bargained for the release of six 
terrorists held in Japanese jails — 
and for the world's biggest air hijack 
cash ransom of $flm. 

Before the last hostages were 
released Prime Minister Takeo 
Fukuda personally approved a deci- 
sion that Japan would waive its right 
to extradite the hijackers If the plane 
could be allowed to land In Algeria, 
the Foreign Ministry spokesman 
i said. __ 

Kenno suite T&nagiya, director- 
general of the ministry's informa- 
tion and cultural bureau, also said 
that Fukuda approved the decisim 
that Japan would agree not to de- 
mand the return of the Wra. paid to 
the hijackers.

still aboard os Monday. The 
terrorists first forced the Farls- 
Tokyo JAL flight to Dacca. After 
receiving the money and six 
prisoners, the hijackers ordered the 
plane to Kuwait. Damascus and 
Algeria — where they freed their 
remaining hostages and turned 
themselves over to Algerian 
authorities. 

Brahlm Ghafa, the Algerian am- 
bassador to Japan, conveying a 
message from his government to 
Foreign Minister Iichlro Hatoyama, 
said yesterday Algeria has no Inten- 
tion of turning over the hijackers or 
ransom. 

Ghafa told Hatoyama, according 
to Foreign Ministry officials, that 
Algerian authorities complied with 
Japan's earlier requests and that his 
government felt no need to honour 
what Prime Minister Fukuda called 
Japan's latest “plea," to extradite 
the terrorists and return the ransom. 

The reversal in policy in the ex- 


tradition request was seen as reliev- 
ing pressure which built up over 
speedy government surrender to the 
Red Army demands. 

Meanwhile. It was revealed that 
the terrorists overlooked nearly 
52 m. worth of diamonds which were 
on board the plane. 

”1 think to this moment the- hi- 
jackers are not aware that they had 
$2m. worth of diamonds sitting there 
right across from the command cen- 
tre," said former California 
Assemblyman Walter Karablan, 39, 
who held an airport news conference 
after returning home. 

"These diamonds were in 
packages put right on top of the seat 
where the stewardess generally sits 
and remained there in these plain 
unmarked packages during the en- 
tire hijacking episode.

. t MIAMI ( AP) . — A teenager who shot 
' and killed a woman neighbour after 
she found him ransacking her home 
had been "conditioned" by watching 
violent television shows and was 
merely "reacting to the words he 
heard on TV." a psychiatrist 
testified on Wednesday. 

"Television gives a distorted sense 
of violence, because when one sees 
that many killings, the death of a 
human being is no more than the 
swatting of a fly," said Dr. Michael 
Gilbert, testifying for the defence in 
the first-degree murder trial of 15- 
year-old Ronny Zamora. 

He said Zamora reacted sub- 
liminally when Elinor Haggart, 83, 
surprised him and 14-year-old 
Darryl Agrella in her home on June 4 
and threatened to call the polifce. 
Agrella also is charged in the slaying 
but is to be tried separately. 

Zamora "had never even held a 
gun before," Gilbert said. “It was 
merely a conditioned response when 
he pulled the trigger. As far as Ron- 
ny Is concerned, the gun went off ac- 
cidentally." 

Gilbert was expected to be the last 
witness presented by defence at- 
torney Ellis Rubin, who has argued 
that Zamora was Insane at the time 
of the slaying — driven to insanity by 
virtual addiction to television crime 
shows such as "Kojak" and "Police 
Woman." 

The major portion of the defence 


case was to have been built on the 
relationship between television 
violence and real-life violence, and 
"Kojak" star Telly Saval&s was sub- 
poenaed by Rubin to testify. 

The lawyer said an .episode of 
"Kojak," which Zamora's mother 
testified was the boy’s favourite 
show, bore a resemblance to the 
slaying of Mrs. Haggart. 

But Circuit Court Judge Paul 
Baker refused to admit testimony 
from a defence psychologist who has 
published more than 15 papers on 
television violence and was con- 
sidered a key defence witness.

150 black youths arrested 
in South African unrest

JOHANNESBURG (UP I). — Police 
said yesterday that new anti- 
government unrest broke out In 
widely scattered towns in South 
Africa. More than 160 black youths 
were arrested In the past 24 hours. 

• A Bantu (African) Affairs Depart- 
ment officer Inspecting a swimming 
pool at AtterldgevUle, a black sub- 
urb outside Pretoria, fired several 
shots from his pistol to chase off 
stone-throwing blacks. There ware 
no injurlea, said Maj. Gen. David- 
Kriel, police officer in charge of 
nationwide riot control. 

Most of the arrested youths were 
picked up at Graham stown, 800 kms.. 
south of Johannesburg in the Cape 
Province. Some 400 students march- 
ed on the centre of the city from 
another segregated out-of-town sub- 
urb. Ninety-six blacks were picked 
up by police after protesting the 
system of education and facilities at 
black schools and separate 


syllabuses from those at white 
schools. 

At Soweto, just outside 
Johannesburg, schooling has been at 
a virtual standstill for weeks at the 
country's largest black suburb. 
More than 600 of the area's 700 black 
teachers have resigned and .40 
schools are closed. 

All 35 post-primary schools In the 
African homeland of Venda In the 
northeast have been closed and more 
than 12,000 students sent home In- 
definitely because the "atmosphere 
Is very bad," according to a police 
spokesman. 

At Masedi high school at Louis 
Trichard in the Transvaal Province, 
.students on Wednesday set fire to 
bookshelves. In another Incident on 
Wednesday, 62 students were 
arrested after they smashed win- 
dows at their school at Whlttlesea in 
the Cape Province. 


Somalis claim gains near Harar 


NAIROBI (UPI). — Somali-backed 
Insurgents yesterday reported heavy 
fighting near the strategic Ethiopian 
city of Harar. 

A communique issued by 
Somalia's official Sonna news agen- 
cy quoted the insurgents as saying 
that 216 Ethiopian troops had been 
killed on Tuesday at the town of 
Flam biro, 86 kms. east of Harar. 

The agency quoted the Insurgent 
newspaper “Danab" (Thunderbolt) 
as saying that "the remnants of the 
demoralized and confused Addis 
soldiers ore being hunted down in the 


valleys around Fiambiro." 

The Somalis also reported woun- 
ding a large number of Ethiopian 
troops in the encounter and said a 
large quantity ot Ethiopian weapons 
were captured. 

The news agency also reported 244 
other Ethiopian soldiers killed In the 
southern provinces of Ethiopia ty 
elements of another insurgent group. 

The Somalis have been pressing 
around Harar for the last week In 
what most analysts take to be a 
move to encircle the ancient walled 
City and then take it by siege.

Afo returned to Israel last year to 
begin working as an intern at the 
Had era government hospital (where 
he will shortly specialize in surgery) 
and to build Ludmilla a large, 
modern home in Umm El Fahm. 
Soviet Immigrants directed him to a 
notary public who wrote out (in Rus- 
sian) a hazmanah inviting Ludmilla, 
as & member of Afo's immediate 
family, to Israel. She presented the 
invitation to OV3R (the Soviet agen- 
cy which controls visas) and three 
months later was given official per- 
mission to apply tor a passport. The 
Netherlands Embassy in Moscow, 
which acts tor Israel in the USSR, 
granted her an Israeli visa on the 
spot. In Israel, ss a Soviet citizen, 
the Finns will represent her in- 
terests. 

Despite her husband's atheist 
views, Ludmilla, who was a member 
of the Komsomol (the youth wing of 
the Communist Party) will he 
registered in her Israeli 1 identity 
card as a Christian. 

Ludmilla has spent her first two 
months in Israel acclimatizing, ad- 
justing to Umm El Fahm (which, 
says her husband, because of a weak 
local council is the ‘‘dirtiest village 
in Israel"), learning Arabic, and 
caring for her 14-month-old son. 
Once she has learned the language 
properly she hopes to open a dental 
practice in the village. 

Afo knew of two other Arab* 
Russian couples living in Northern 
Israel (and one couple In the 
Triangle i . Ahmad Zeid, a Kafr Yaaif 
youth worker, and his wife, Gallia, 
could not be reached — according to 
relatives they had gond to Moscow 
for two weeks to attend an inter- 
national conference. Afif Kassem, a 
reporter for "AJ-Et-Tl-Had,” the 
Arable-language Rakah-owned 
Israeli newspaper, was at home in 
Nazareth (unlike Afo, he lives in his 
parent's house), but his wife, Valen- 
tina. was visiting family in the 
USSR. 

Afif is a dyed-in-the-wool Com- 
munist who continually spouts the 
party line (“The USSR is the most 
democratic country in the world; the 
USSR is the only country which 
abides by the Helsinki accords”). He 
■was sent by Rakah to study jour- 
nalism in Leningrad (“the most 
; beautiful city in Europe”) where he 
met Valentina, a geography student. 
He returned to Israel In 1976 bring- 


|ing Valentina with him, but they 
have yet to take advantage of their 
customs and tax privileges (“we're 
not interested In those kinds of 
.rights") . What Afif is Interested in is 
:“the return of the Palestinians to 
'their homeland." Were he not one of 
. (those Palestinians “still in the 
[homeland." he would have stayed In 
the Soviet Union “rather than let the 
Israelis screw up my head." 

Another couple living In Nazareth 
is Paula and Tasin Abu Assad. Paula 
da a Czech citizen. She met her hus- 
band, now a doctor at the local Kupat 
[Hollm, while he was studying 
medicine In Bran, but not under the 
auspices of Rakah. 

; “That began much later," he ex- 
plains. “I went to Czechoslovakia in 
,1960 with the help of the Cultural At- 
tache of the Czech Embassy in Tel 
Aviv. 1 couldn't get into an Israeli 
medical school because of poor 
Hebrew and low matriculation 
scores. In Brno, I. paid my tuition 
and living expenses with whatever 
money my family could send and a 
stipend from the Czech 
government." 

Paula, who was a philosophy stu- 
dent (she has an MA) at the same un- 
iversity, thought Yasln was a 
Spaniard at first. Like Ludmilla, she 
had no objection to going out with a 
foreigner or to settling with him in 
Israel. “I explained to her what the 
situation was," says Yasln, “how we 
live, that the standard of living fa 
lower in Israel than In' 
Czechoslavakia where more ser- 
vices like education and health are 
completely free.” 

The couple did not marry, 
however, until Yasln had consulted 
the Israeli Ambassador in Prague 
and obtained a letter stating that he 
could bring Paula back to Nazareth 
with him “providing we had a proper 
wedding certificate.'* Like most 
Czechs, they were married In a civil 
ceremony though Paula's parents 
regularly attend church as she did 
when living in Brno. 

Paula, who has been in Israel for 
five years, now teaches handicrafts 
at a local high school. Like her two 
sons, both born in Czechoslavakia, 
she learned Arabic from Yasln who 
“literally sat with all three of us 
several hours a day for more than a 
year.** She also I'm learned to cook 
Arab foods. 

Since settling in Nazareth, the Abu 
Assads have visited Czechoslavakia 
three times. 

Interestingly enough, neither 
Yehudft Hubner of the Interior 
Ministry who handles “unusual 
cases,” nor the Consular department 
of the Foreign Ministry, nor the 
Northern Israel offices of the Prime 
Minister's adviser on Arab Affairs 
knew that Ludmilla. Valentina, and 
Paula were living in Israel.

The programme was so moving 
that I for one was sorry that it ended. 
It was a perfec t com pound of action, 
sentiment, sentimentality and 
technique. 

SKATING is a sport I have never 
attempted, so I am not qualified to 
pronounce on the ability of the 
skaters in the Peggy Fleming show, 
“Holiday on Ice.” To me it seemed 
that they skated so well and so ef- 
fortlessly .that no great art was dis- 
played; most of the time 1 forgot they 
were on skates and thought that I 
was looking at a very old-fashioned 
and heavy-handed musical comedy. 
As a result, the selection of songs, 
music, clothes and turns made the 
hour a long and boring one. All the 
girls’ clothes seemed designed to 
accentuate their well-developed 
posteriors ; I found myself wondering 
which was the chicken and which the 
egg: Do skaters need large bottoms 
to survive their weeks of appren- 
ticeship. or do they develop them In 
the course of pratfalls on the Ice? 
Peggy Fleming's wore clothes that 
were strange and diaphanous, and 
made her look like a moth-eaten 
fairy or like Tinker Bell before the' 
children start clapping. Andy 
Williams also looked a bit second- 
hand, although he still sings very 
well. 

By far the best performer was the 
female impersonator from Vienna, 
who waa really very funny and per- 
formed some astonishing tricks on 
the Ice. 

SOMERSET Maugham’s “Cakes and 
Ale” comes over as a slow-moving 
but biting television film, which 
would no doubt have pleased both 
Maugham and Thomas Hardy if they 
had been alive to see it. When the 
book appeared. I remember, part of 
the ton of i t was to identify the 
characters. As far as I can recall, the 


pompous asa charged by the second 
Mrs. Hardy with writing the 
• definitive biography of the sage , of 
- the WesfeOQURtry was saidrtohe Hugff 
.Walpole. It is curious to 'note how 
whit tvaa savage feitfte .of .thft. 
English upper-middle class In the 
thirties still stands up; one is as im- 
pressed by the roistering low-class 
heroes in the pub, and as revolted by 
the Malvolio-like widow and her 
cronies in the drawing-room, now 
that we see them on videotape, as we 
were when we read about tbem. 

As usual with a British production 
of a period piece In which the tempo 
Is not very important, the produc- 
tion, direction and acting are ail just 
this side of perfection, although the 
laughing, libidinous Judy Cornwell Is - 
a little bit too hearty and earthy to be 
real. She might be ton in the hay. but 
that laugh of hers would grate 
afterwards. 

Saturday night's two-parter, “Law 
and Order,” Is quite a different kettle 
of fish, very grim and portentous, but 
very good. The two films, both using 
lots of flashbacks, provide In- 
teresting examples of the different 
between British and American 
techniques. The flashbacks in 
“CakeS and Ale” slow the pace down 
to that of a Victorian hansom; the 
flashbacks In “Law and Order” rush 
things along like a taxi trying to 
make the airport in time. I only wish 
that all films were of the standard of 
these two. 


ONE OF my usual favourites, 
“Staraky and Hutch,” waa awful this 
week. I mentioned recently a tenden- 
cy of script- writers to repeat their 
ideas; here it was done again. It 
seems that it was only yesterday that 
the villains were filling Hutch with 
heroin; here they pushed some 
mysterious and fatal chlorine com- 
pound into Staraky. Why the boys 
don’t lock their doors at night is 
beyond my comprehension. I also 
found it hard to understand why the 
mad professor and the dope pusher 
didn’t just put a revolver to the sleep- 
ing Starsky’s spina] column, and fire.

I thought It one of the 
most frightening films I had ever 
seen, what with the little boy’s nose 
burning and he dying. One of my 
young friends woke up that night, 
crying that there were wild animals 
in his bed. Cause and effect? Staraky, 
Kojak, and the Sweeney can never be 
as cruel or frightening as Grimm'a 
fairy tales, or many of the cartoox 
we see. 


'IT WAS a great pleasure to see again

Fit IPO 

THE ISRAEL PHILHARMONIC

OPENIN G- of-ae ason concerts ore 
always special treats for their 
i festive atmosphere and feeling of 
,new start At this first subscription 
concert, the IPO folly met expec- 
tations although the convenient, 
well-known programme choices 
represented a slightly worn-out 
pattern — a solo concerto flanked by 
two romantic works. 

If one accepted the lack of attrac- 
tiveness of Mehta's two orchestral 
choices (the Schubert symphony and 
the hackneyed choice of Brahma No. 
2 ) , one could enjoy the IPO's ex- 
cellent performance and the conduc- 
tor's unusual composure. After an 
exhausting tour, the orchestra 
started its 42th season with 
remarkable fitness. Schubert was 
finely and efficiently, worked cot.. 
The woodwinds werq particularly 
pleasing ‘in sonority and clarity of 
melodic figuration. Brahms offered 
an ample amount of that warm, rich 
and deeply "romantic” sound for 
which the IPO is so famous. 

It was Isaac Stem's inventive 
Prokofiev that saved the evening 
fr om a certain triteness. Before the 
concerto,. Stem eulogized Ms close 
friend, the late Meyer Weis gal, and 
played a Bach Sarah ande with great 
spiritual beauty. The concerto seem- 
ed a continuation of this extraor- 
dinary spiritual purification. Never 
before have Z heard It played with 
such sensibility and imagination.

Dan Winston Vogel, the new con- 
ductor of the HSO achieved good 
results with the Brahms, developing 
jits architectural weight and 
emotional tension in the first and last 
parts and, the brooding reverie and 
gracefulness of the Intervening 
movements. He is a gifted and 
serious musician.

ly the garden she wants.” 

It took a few months to do the job. 
The old lady was taken to see the 
results. She inspected every tree and 
bush, almost counted every blade of 
grass in the lawn. Then she telephon- 
ed Che and said; “Now I will move 
and you can begin work on your 
power-station." 

I always meant to call on the old 
lady, who was a respected member 
of Havana's Jewish community and 
still regret that I never managed to 
hear the story from her. 

Footnotes to thty story • 

They say that In some of the 
remote villages of Bolivia they still 
light candles beneath Che 'a picture. 

His hands, which were cut off by 
Ms captors, were brought to Havana 
and placed, like sacred relics, inside 
the great monument to Jose Marti, 
Cuba's Theodor Herzl. I shall, never 
forget the emotional reaction of the 
vast assembly in Havana's central 
Plaza when Fidel Castro told Ms peo- 
ple that some, at least, of Che’s mor- 
tal remains had come home. 


TOMORROW we begin again the an- 
nual cycle of the reading of the Tara, 
which opens with the wondrous ac- 
count of Creation. 

On the third day vegetation was 
created. We are told (Genesis i;ii): 
“Let the earth bring forth deshe, 
esev giving forth seed, fruit trees 
producing fruit to its kind, whose 
seed is In it in the land.” 

After Man is created on the sixth 
day, he is enjoined to be a strict 
vegetarian, and is told (1:28-30): 
“Behold, I have given you all the 
eeev which produceth seed which la 
on the face of the whole earth, and 
every tree in which there la the fruit 
of the tree producing seed — it shall 
be for you for fbod, and to every 
beast of the field and to every bird of - 
heaven, and to everything which 
creepeth upon the earth In wMch 
there is a living soul, all the green 
esev for food.” 

In this passage the word esev, now 
used for “grass", is used for all 
vegetation, but In Psalms 104:14, 
vegetation is divided Into two main 


categories: “He cauaeth the hotair to 
spring forth for the animal, and esev 
tor the toil of man, to bring forth 
bread from the earth." The next 
verse expands this "bread" into 
what are the three food staples In the 
Bible: grain, wine and oil. 

Thus hatzir is the natural product 
of the soil, which grows unaided by 
Man, Psalms 147:8-9 repeats this by. 
referring to God “who covers the. 
heaven with clouds, preparing rain 
for the earth, and making hotair to 
grow upon the mountains, giving to 
the beast its food and to the young 
raven which crieth out." Esev on the 
other hand is the result of man's toil. 

That distinction between the 
natural product of the earth and the 
product produced by Man's toil is 
made clear in Genesis 2:i5; “And the 
Lord God took Man and placed him In 
the Garden of Eden to work it and to 
preserve It." Thus does man emerge' 
ss a partner In the work of Creation, 
in producing agricultural products 
and developing the natural produce 
of the soil for his own use.

This deal occurred In a national 
championship of the American Con- 


tract Bridge League. Declarer' 
wasn't careful enough, and was set.- 
He won the first trick with the club 
ace and cashed the heart jack. He. 
led the spade queen to the ace. West 
returned the club queen on wMch 
East discarded a small diamond and 
declarer ruffed. Declarer won a dia- 
mond with the ace and played a dia- 
mond. East ruffed with the seven 
and South over-ruffed. Declarer lost 
two more trump tricks and another 
spade, being set one trick. 

But with care, the contract could 
have been made. The first trick, of 
course, should be won with the dub 
ace. The diamond ace should then he 
cashed, and a diamond ruffed by 
South. Then a spade should he led to 
the spade queen. It does not matter 
when West plays the spade ace. 
Declarer can play on spades, ruffing 
one in dummy if necessary, and 
allowing East to win two trump 
tricks. But these two trump tricks 
and the spade ace will be all the 
defence can take. “Taking care" Is 
one of the hallmarks of a top bridge 
player.

PLAY OPENS m BALTIMORE 

Dinitz a mini-hero in ‘Golda’ 


By WOLF BLITZES 

BALTIMORE. — Simcha Dinitz. Israel's ambassador in 
Washington, Is a mini-hero in “Golda,” the new play 
starring Anne Bancroft which has just opened its pre- 
Broadway run at the Morris A. Mechanic Theatre here. 

"Simcha,*' Prime Minister Golds Heir a&ya to Dinitz in 
a JerusaJem-to- Washington telephone conversation early 
in the 1973 Vom Klppur War, “halt this war Is being 
fought by you." She was referring to Israel's desperate 
need for emergency arms supplies from the United 
States. 

“Are you frightened?" Mrs. Melr asks her long-time 
personal aide who had taken up his post in Washington 
only in April of that year. "Yes," he replied. 

Other personalities involved in the dramatic events of 
those war days take on less heroic dimensions. David 
Elazar, the chtef-of-staff. is almost pathetic, as he runs 
around Golda's office, shouting at Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan, who himself comes across as a scared, 
tired ex-general who wants his armies in the Sinai to 
retreat. 

Aluf. Ariel Sharon, whose daring crossing of the Suez 
Canal mid-way through the war proved to be its turning 
point, and Haim Bar-Lev. the Minister of Commerce and 
Industry drafted by Golda to take command of one of the 
fronts, are both favourably treated. 

But no one, of course, comes across as heroic, smart, 
courageous and warm as Golda — "Mother Israel." 

Through a series of a dozen or more flashbacks during 
the opening days of the war. Golda's life is portrayed: her 
childhood days in Russia, watching her father board up 
their door because of an expected pogrom; her young 
adult years in Milwaukee, getting actively Involved in 
Zionist and Socialist affairs; her not-so-successfui 
marriage with Morris Myerson, whom she ahlepped to 
Palestine; her -prerState -work for the Hlstadrut and tar. 
volvement in Jewish Agency politics; her fundraising;, 
mission to the United States just prior to the establish-

research report on the subject has 
been published by the Institute of 
Jewish Affairs in London. This and 
the published proceedings of the con- 
ference indicate the dangers clearly. 

Anti-Zionist organizations have 
been active in British universities for 
a few years. In recent months, 
however, confrontations have 
developed that have earned wide 
publicity. It is estimated that only 
about 20 per cent of Britain’s 65.000 
students are politically active and 
only a minority of these have a 
special Interest in the Middle 
Eastern conflict. Clashes centre 
mainly on the PLO Issue. 

The pro-PLO camp consists of 
Arabs, students from the "Third 
World" and ultra-leftists (the last in- 
cluding some Jews). Their speakers 
tend to be Arabs, members of the 
Council for the Advancement of 
Arab-British Understanding. 
Trotskyitcs and a handful of Israeli 
anti-Zionists. The antl-PLO section 
comprises Jewish students, the 
followers of the traditional left (not 
only Labour but also Moscow- 
oriented Communists who oppose the 
destruction of Israel) and Conser- 
vatives. 

There are 15,000 Arab and 0-12,000 
Jewish students at British univer- 
sities. But while nearly all of the 
Arabs are politically active, only 
about 3,000 Jews belong to Jewish 
societies. Moreover, the Jews tend to 
concentrate in faculties of science, 
social sciences, medicine and law. 
while the Arabs and "Third World" 
students are in targe numbers in in- 
stitutions of vocational training or 
applied sciences, such as engineer- 
ing. So in general the active Jews are 
outnumbered by 5 to 1, and In 
vocational-training places the figure 
is often 400 to l. There are also 400 
Israeli students, but only a few of 
these involve themselves in pro- 
Israel activities. 

The focus of attention at the mo- 
ment 2s Che National Union of 
Students conference to be held in 
December.

have been trying for some years to 
get an anti-Zionist resolution passed 
at the NUS conferences. The 
British students are the only ones in 
Europe without a policy on the Mid- 
dle East and used their veto last 
January to prevent the passing of a 
pro-Palestinian motion at a meeting 
of all the European student unions. . 

The anti-Zionist campaign has 
gained momentum in the past year. 
It has met with strong opposition 
from Jewish and sympathetic 
students. This year, resolutions on 
the Middle East were debated in 21 
student unions. Resolutions calling 
for the destruction of Israel were 
passed at li campuses. At seven, 
pro-Israel amendments were passed. 

Three years ago. the National 
Union voted to refuse any assistance 
to openly racist and Fascist 
organizations and ruled that 
members of such organisations 
should be prevented from addressing 
colleges. This was originally directed 
against the National Front. Since 
the Zionism-raciaxn resolution at the 
UN. however, attempts have been 
made to apply It to Zionist societies 
and to Jewish societies that support 
Israel. Thus, the Union at York voted 
to strike the Jewish society off its 
register. The vote was reversed, 
however, after a warning by the un- 
iversity authorities that the gover- 
ning body would intervene. Ex- 
amples of the atmosphere at York 
were a motion depicting Israel as 
"hell on earth" and a leaflet giving 
bloody details as to what- should be 
done to "Jew-boys.” 

At Salford, the Union (which has 
700 Arab and 35 Jewish students) in- 
dicted Zionism in a 43-polnt resolu- 
tion (e.g. "Zionism discriminates 
between Jew and non-Jew." "The 

South African racists, Zionists and 
Fascists all claim to be the Chosen 
People”! and began to restrict ac- 
tivities of the Jewish society. When it 
was announced that a rabbi would 
speak on the relations between 
Judaism and Zionism, the Jewish 
society was told it would be all right 
if he spoke of the differences but not 
if he spoke of the connections! 

Attempts were also made to disrupt 
an "Israel Week." A spokesman for 
the Board of Deputies of British Jews 
suggested that some of the Arab 
students were not bona tide students 
but paid troublemakers, sent to Bri- 
tain “to stir up anti- Jewish feeling." 

The new head of the National 
Union. Sue Slipman, a Jewish Marx- 
ist. suggested that ultra-rightist 
forces were exploiting the situation 
to distribute anti-Semitic material. 

"It is all very well for sections of the 
left to argue that their intention is to 
see justice done to the Palestinians; 
bur If the result is to deny rights of 
Jewish students, a re-exam inatlon of 
their methods is necessary," she 
said. , 

Press publicity led to polarization 
and the Conservative. Liberal, 
Labour and Communist students con- 
demned all attempts to ban Zionism 
from student unions. This was 
towards the end of the last academic 
year- Now a new one is opening and 
the debate Is being widely resumed. *

KUALA LUMPUR (WFS). — 
English is slowly but surely being 
phased out of its position as the main 
medium of instruction in Malaysia's 
schools and universities by Bahasa 
Malaysia, a form of modem Malay, 
which has become the national 
language. 

By 1983 a process, which began in 
earnest in 3970, should be almost 
complete. Already Bahasa Malaysia 
has largely replaced English in 
primary and increasingly in secon- 
dary schools, and it is being In- 
troduced at university level this 
year. By 1983 English will have been 
relegated to the position of a useful 
second language taught in schools, 
and. of course, still widely used 
throughout the country. 

' The government has put great 
| store in establishing Bahasa aa the 
national and official language of the 
country, although, in keeping with a 
multi-racial community, many other 
languages and dialects are common- 
ly spoken. The large Chinese minori- 
ty speak their own dialects such as 
Hokkfen. Cantonese, Hakka, 
Teochew and Hainanese as well as 
Bahasa and English. The Indian 
minority, about 20 per cent of the 
total population of 12 million, speak 
Tamil, Telcgu. M&layalam, Punjabi, 
Hindustani, Gujerati and Urdu as 
well as Bahasa and English. Apart 
from the Malays, other indigenous 
peoples within the Federation, such 
as the Day&ks. the Kadazana and the 
Kenyans, also all speak their own 
dialects.

of business and commerce, and will 
retain its position as Malaysia's se- 
cond language if only because of 
that. In fact in Sarawak, where 
Malays are not as numerous, English 
remains as the co-official language 
with Bahasa and a further decision 
will not be taken on its linguistic fate 
until 3979. when the state govern- 
ment will review the position. 

THE INVENTION of Bahasa 
Malaysia as a “new" language — or 
more precisely an old one updated — 
is one of the main planks not only of 
the Malaysian government’s educa- 
tion policy but also of its far-ranging 
social policy. It Is all part of 
Rukunegara, the national ideology, 
laid down to overcome the cultural 
and socio-economic differences 
within the nation. 

It la 20 years since the peninsular 
part of the country attained its in- 
dependence from the British and 
since then there has been the Com- 
munist emergency, confrontation 
with Indonesia on the island of 
Borneo, and racial conflict within the 
country between the Malays and the 
Chinese minority. Even today. Com- 
munist guerrillas find fertile ground 
among Chinese' who feel that the 
government discriminates against 


them. ' 

The government view is that the 
country's entire socio-economic 
system has to be reconstructed and 
given new direction, with the majori- 
ty of the population playing the ma- 
jor part in all its aspects. With this in 
mind, the education system has been 
modernised and expanded, and part 
of this process has been the installa- 
tion of Bahasa as the primary 
teaching lang ua g e, a process which 
continues. 

Malaysian education has four main 
policy objectives: bridging the gap in 
standards between the urban and 
rural areas: improving science 
education; raising all standards; and 
Implementing Bahasa as the main 
teaching language used and un- 
derstood by all — and that is beat 
begun at school level. 

Since independence, when English 
was the dominant language, the new 
position of Bahasa has been enshrin- 
ed in the constitution. It makes up the 
national anthem, "Ncgara-Ku," and 
the motto on the country’s coat of 
arms. Last year, it was required that 
all Wma made in any other language 
should have Bahasa sub-titles. An- 
nouncing this, the deputy home af- 
fairs minis ter said that It was In line 
with the status of Bahasa as the

U.S. (women) soldiers are ready for combat

FRANKFURT, West Germany 
(UPI). — Already subject to service 
anywhere on the battlefield, 
American women soldiers “are only 
one step" from combat itself, accor- 
ding to the civilian leader of a team 
analysing women soldier's roles In 
last month's war game. 

The U.S. army's 50,000 women 
soldiers may not yet be given com- 
bat assignments, said Cecil B. John- 
t son, technical- area chief of the Army 
Research Institute. y r 
"But women now Van be used 
anywhere on the battlefield, 
although not as part of on assault or 
combat unit, and they will defend 


themselves aa part of a reaction 
force," Johnson said In an interview. 

Last autumn, the army analysed 
women soldiers' performances in a 
aeries of 72-hour field manoeuvres In 
the U.S. The report on them waa only 
recently completed for analysis, but 
Johnson said that the army’s deci- 
sion to study women spending up to 
three weeks in the field in West Ger- 
many this summer "logically" show- 
ed they had gassed the earUer teat.. 

"Men and women have identical 
training In 16 basic fields^-" Johnson 
reported. “The women throw 
grenades and handle weapons. The 
women are not given bayonet 


training; they receive r&pe; 
preventlon training Inst ead." 

During World War U and in Viet- 
nam, transportation and military- 
police units beeme deeply Involved 
in combat when enemy forces broke 
through the front line, Johnson said. 
"If those same events happened in 
today’s army, 10 per cent of the 
soldiers doing the fighting could be

The concept of Teahuvah — as tile term indicates — is one of 
"return”-*, the return of a Jew to his Source sod his true essence, 
the essence of a Jew being hia Divine soul, which is truly a part 
of G-dhneass, as it were. In practical terms it means that hte 
everyday conduct is ordered in the fullest accord with the Will 
of G-d, as ordained in the Torah — meaning, “instruction." 

Of course, if for some reason one's c ondu ct , has oft been 
as it should have been, one must, first of all, rectify it through 
wholehearted repentance of the pest, coupled with resolute com- 
mitment for the future. However, even when It has been in full 
harmony with the Torah and Mitzvos, tt in also understandable 
that, Inasmuch as a Jew's essence ta the Divine soul that animates 
every Jaw, man or woman, it behooves one to constantly strive 
to get closer to one’s Maker, Whose perfection is absolute. Hence, 
a Jew is expected, and has been given £ he capacity, bo keep 
on perfecting himself — as discussed in the letter of 18 fifiul, in 
connection with the outgoing year.

Since It is already after Rosh Haahanah, and a new year 
has been reached in life, and everyone, however satisfactory be 
one's level of knowledge and the level of one’s conduct, should 
surely make use of these days to increase one’s knowledge and 
thereby raise the standard of one’s conduct (ta thought, speech, 
and deed), as it is written, "many years beach (more) wisdom.”* 

A neto year serves as a reminder of a new and higher level?

month of Spring. The intercalation of an extra month from time 
to time reduces 12 the difference bet w ee n the lunar years and solar 
years, so that the festivals occur ta their proper season. 

A pull adjustment of the two methods of calculation takes 
place at the conclusion of every 19-year cycle, when the lunar 
and solar years attain complete parity 1 *. 

And here tt is where the year 5738 has Its special significance, 
for it marks the completion ot the current 25-year cycle, when 
the process of adjustment and replenishment re ach e s the fullest 
measure.

Unlike previous 
years, the boys and girls this year 
were willing to do more manual 
labour. A survey shows they earned 
more than IL25m. during their 
employment period, as they replaced 
I regular workers on summer leave. 

The labour exchanges this year 
found It more difficult than ever to 
get boys and girls to join in the grape 
harvest. Ben Katz, in charge of 

agricultural placement at the 
Employment Service, reported that 

35.000 workdays were needed for this 


year’s harvest — in the south and in 
Samaria — which came - later than 
usual because of weather conditions. 
The yield fell from last year's 40,000 
tons (on 40,000 dunams of vineyards) 
to about 30,000 tons grown On 88,000 
dunams. 

The Labour Ministry has em- 
barked on a programme of develop- 
ing new teaching aids for its various 
apprenticeships, vocational training, 
job re-training and other courses. 
The project — under the aegis of the 
Educational Media and Curriculum 
Branch — includes such schemes as 
“psychological strategy games” to 
develop the student’s personal Identi- 
ty asa member of society; “Mirrors 
of the Past” — a series of historical 
flashbacks stressing the role of 
productive work in the betterment of 
soplety; and “games of ethics” 
which attempt to expand the 
student’s and trainee’s sensitivity to 
courtesy, honesty and other re- 
quisites of good citizenship. 

A special school curriculum' for 
boys and girls in prison has been 
prepared by the Labour Ministry. 
The emphasis is placed on preparing 
the young offenders for a “clean life" 
wjien fbqy&n released. Subjects in- 
clude biology, family life, Iarael- 
Arab relations, civics. Bible and 
journalism. 


Energy savings for hotels

I TEL AVIV. — How hotels can can- 
serve energy will be one of the cen- 
tral themes of the 3rd International 
■Hotel and Catering Exhibition, 
■which opens on Monday for five days 
at the Fair Grounds. 

E l i s h a Almagor, director general 
of the Israel Trade Fair Centre, the 
organizer of the exhibition, said that 
[according to recent surveys only 
i about 12 per cent of a hotel’s elec- 
tricity bill goes towards lighting. 
Heating, ^ir ^ondiM nnfay , cooking 
■and elevators use far more electrici- 
ty. 

During the exhibition one day will 
{be devoted to a symposium, con- 
ducted by leading Israeli scientists, 
(onflow hotels can conserve energy — 
;and save money. Visitors will also be 
'able to inspect various systems and 
equipment for reducing energy loss. 
This includes, Almagor noted, not 
only solar heating systems, but 
modern insulation methods, devices 
to prevent water leakage, and in- 
sulated piping. ’ 

The primary aim of the exhibition, 
however, is to display a wide range 
of equipment, furnishings and other 
products, capable of giving the 
-tourist industry the answers to the 
challenge of increased tourism to 
Israel. 

According to industry officials, the 
objective for 1986 is three million 
visitors. Details of iw* development 
plan will be presented at the exhibi- 
tion by Ministry of Industry, 
Commerce Tourism officials 


. and a one-day symposium will be 
conducted by the Israel Association 
of Hotel Managers on sales promo- 
tion. 

Among the products to be shown 
by about 200 manufacturers are fur- 
niture for guestrooms, *»niTig halls, 
.lobbies and offices; floor and wall 
coverings: carpets, curtains, bed- 
ding, and textiles; light fixtures; 
■tableware; glassware and 
'ceramics; kitchen equipment; laun- 
dry machines; floor cleaning 
machinery; office equipment and in- 
tercom 'systems. 

In addition to the commercial ex- 
hibits, students of the country’s eight 
hotel training schools will display 
their cooking talents, whlle-the Gan 
Oranim restaurant will display ways 
of arranging a dinner party at home 
and a cocktail reception. 

The formal opening will take place 
at 9 o’clock on Monday evening. 
Among those participating will be 
. Ylgal Horowitz, of the Ministry of In- 
dustry, Commerce and Tourism, 
Haim S hift , head of the Hotel 
Association, and Yitzhak Artxl,- 
deputy-mayor of Tel Aviv, 

After the ceremony, a fashion 
show will present the latest in ser- 
vice dresses and uniforms In the 
hotel industry. Hoteliers from 
Greece. Cyprus, Iran and Argentina 
will attend. 

If past experience Is any Indica- 
tion, the exhibition promises to 
arouse great Interest among local 
hotel men. The last such exhibition 
took place in 1972 and attracted some 
6,500 visitors. The fair is also open to

Fight over 
management 
of the IMF 

WASHINGTON (AP). — The elec- 
tion of the next managing director of 
the International Monetary Fund 
could lead to a clash between 
Western Europe and the world’s 
major oil producing countries align- 
ed with some other nations. 

The countries of the European 
Economic Community (EEC) are 
said to be determined to have a 
European succeed managing direc- 
i tor Johannes Witteveen of the 
Netherlands, who has announced 
that he will retire from his post next 
year. 

The 13 nations grouped in the 
Organization of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries (OPEC) are un- 
derstood to be pressing for a veto 
power over the selection of a 
successor to Witteveen. 

Although India is not a member of 
OPEC. India’s finance minister 
H.M. Patel told a news conference 
Thursday that the time has come to 
stop considering that the post of 
managing director of the fund is 
reserved for a European. All of the 
fund’s managing directors have 
bee n West Euro peans. 

Patel said it is infia’s position that 
the most competent person 
regardless of nationality should be 
named by the fund to succeed Witte- 
veen. 

Witteveen announced last week 
that he would not accept a second 
term as the fund's managing direc- 
tor when his current term expires in 
August 1978. Officials said no policy 
differences with any of the fund's 
member nations prompted his deci- 
idbn'.'lfotthat'hfe^ahted'to'returt^to 1 
bis homeland to be with his wife and 
four children. •

Pal joins Holiday Inn chain

TEL AVIV. — Holiday Inn will join 
the ranks of the international hotel 
chains in Israel when It takes over 
(management of the Pal Hotel here 
on November 1. 

The name of the famous American 
Company will rise over the 847-room 
‘five-star hotel on the sea front and 
1 work will commence immediately on 
a fSm. renovation, according to Naf- 
tali Bahlry. the Pal general 
manager. 

This will be the third name change 
for the hotel which opened in 1963 as 
the Tel Aviv Sheraton. Three years 
ago the Sheraton lease expired on 
the hotel, and It was bought by the 
Paluch family, which renamed it the 
Pal. 

The hotel suffered losses during 
the tourist famine following the 1878- 
war, and Paluch decided to sell. The 
buyer wss David Teig of Frankfurt, 


who owns 40 per cent of the Tel Aviv 
Hilton. 

After Teig asked Holiday Inn to 
take over the management, the 
American company reported that 
considerable investment was needed 
to bring the hotel up to its standards. 
Teig agreed to the Holiday Inn 
recommendation, and further in- 
dicated that he is planning to enlarge 
his hotel to 750 or 800 rooms. The 
plan is for six to eight floors to be 
added to the existing structures. 

Holiday Inn are planning to train 
their own personnel in order to over- 
come the staff shortage here. 

The chain first considered the 
Israeli market in the late sixties, but 
the plans for a motel outside 
Jerusalem were not realised. 

The Tel Aviv Holiday Ina will be a 
hotel, and not .a motel. In this the 
company is following its American 
motel rival, Ramada, which also 
manages a hotel on the Tel Aviv sea 
front. -

Begin’s weak flank 


ONE OF THE FIRST items of business awaiting Prime 
Minister Begin following bis expected release from hospital 
next week will be the completion of his Cabinet. Five Ministries 
— Justice, Social Welfare, Labour, Transport and Com- 
munications — have been entrusted to a caretaker, Deputy 
Minister Yoram Aridor, for the past 100 days, pending a final 
decision on the Inclusion of the Democratic Movement for 
Change in the coalition. 

It is .now clear that the DMC will not join, despite the barely 
disguised panic of a substantia] minority of its members to 
enter the government before the door is shut in their face. The 
manning of the unoccupied ministerial posts is long overdue, 
and cannot be further delayed. • 

The Justice Ministry is to be filled by non-party lawyer Am- 
non Goldenberg, and Mr. Begin is said to be intent on placing his 
long-time comrade from IZL days, former M.K, Haim Landau, 
in charge of the Ministry for Social Betterment, which is slated 
to replace Labour and Welfare. A number of undistinguished 
Liberal Party stalwarts are expected to fight It out for the com- 
bined Ministry of Transport and Communications. 

To judge from public reactions, no one outside the Immediate 
protagonists could care very much who fills which Ministry. 

While the naming of Mr. Landau to Social Betterment con- 
stitutes payment of a personal debt by Mr. Begin to an old-time 
shield-hearer, it will hardly provide the necessary push to the 
creation of a coherent and effective welfare establishment. 

All in all, it would seem that the early forecasts which saw Mr. 
Begin concentrating, like his predecessors in office, on foreign 
affairs to the detriment of domestic problems, are coming true. 
But while the leading foreign-and-defence policy team at Begin- 
Dayan-Weizman does not suffer by comparison with the Rabln- 
Peres-AUon team, on the basis of available evidence of the first 
100 days, the same cannot be said of the crew of domestic af- 
fairs Ministers. Minister Ehrlich seems to be cut out of the 
Rabin o witz cloth, and the other Ministers with the exception of 
Mr. Sharon, have so far made no public impact at all. 

One of the major problems of the Likud, and of its constituent 
parties due probably to their long seemingly hopeless chance of 
obtaining office, was that men of outstanding leadership 
qualities and administrative abilities were either not attracted 
to it, or if they were, remained committed to their private or 
professional interests. But even when fills Is taken into account, 
it appears- that not everything has been done by the new coali- 
tion to seek out and put forward its best men. 

Mr. Begin could have done better with his domestic 
ministerial team. Certainly the nation deserves better of a party 
leadership that, earlier fills year, brought about the first 
meaningful' change In the distribution of political power in 
Israel’s history. Perhaps it is still not too late for the Prime 
Minister to take another hard look at what he — admittedly, un- 
der his party's pressure — has wrought.

Give Soldiers Lifts! 


"I NEVER promised you a rose gar- 
; den.” That’s what the Likud leaders' 
theme-song should be, now that they 
find themselves subject to party 
pressures for the distribution of the 
fruits of power. They are now feeling 
the stings of the thorns in the victory 
bouquet. 

Prime Minister Begin originally — 
before, that is, he was taken 111 — set 
October 17, when the Knesset 
reconvenes for Its winter session, as 
his deadline for announcing the final 
composition of his administration. 
Admittedly the country appears to be 
managing somehow without 
Ministers of Justice, Social Welfare 
and labour, and Transport and Oam- 
munlcations (although Deputy 
Minister Yoram Aridor is meantime 
struggling with all these functions). 
Yet it is obviously unacceptable that 
these important areas of government 
be left without permanent direction. 

On the eve of Finance Minister 
Ehrlich’s departure on his month- 
long trip to the States, the twoLikud 
leaders are said to have aired their 
p r efer e nces for the vacant positions. 
Begin wanted Supreme Court Justice 
Meir Shamgar, an IZL member in 
pre-state days, tor Justice, and his 
Deputy Party chairman Prof. Moshe 
Arens for the combined Social 
Betterment Ministry, with Ehrlich 
naming his party comrade, Moshe 
Nlasim, for the third seat. In the In- 
tervening weeks, however, events 
caused that neat package deal to fall 
apart. It is already being said that, 
however little Premier Begin wished 
to have Prof. Yadln and Ms DMC 
colleagues In bis Cabinet, he would 
now prefer them to the head-aches — 
and heart-aches — involved In the 
party discussions over the formation, 
of the Cabinet. 


Competition for the still unfilled 
Cabinet posts is at a peak, 
revealing the inner tensions 


besetting the factions, that 
mak e up, the Likud* says 
correspondent MARK SEGAL.

FISHING AX NUEIBA 


To the Editor o/The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — As directors (along with 
Michael Kuratz and Yitzhak Roxa) 
of the Fisherman’s Village at 
Nueiba, we appreciated Diana 
Lerner’a article of September 8 on 
fishing to the Red Sea. But we would 
like to set the record straight by 
making the following observations. 

1. Our catch at Nueiba was SO per 
cent greater than last year — and as 
we acquire more experience off fish 
movements and Invest to more nets 
and equipment, we hope to Increase 
this substantially to the future. Our 
total catch to the Red Sea was, 
however, 120 tons of palamlda, not 47 
tons. ....... 

■' 2. It is correct that there has not 
been an adequate scientific survey of 
the total quantity which could be 
caught, but some experts are 
prepared to hazard guesses. Mr. Ben 
Yaml, one of the Ministry of 
Agiculture'a top experts, estimated 
that at least 10,000 tons of palamlda 
appear to the Red Sea each season. 
We ourselves spent a substantia! 
sum of money bringing out an Inter- 
national expert from South Africa, 
tor two months this season. He was 
Impressed with what he saw, but we 
are still awaiting a detailed report 
from him. Although we made this in- 
vestment privately, there is no doubt 
that. In principle, it Is the 
Government’s function to survey 
fishery resources, not private 
fishermen. 

9. We have not asked the Govern- 
ment "to provide half the Investment 
tor the expanded village. " We have 
not asked for hand-outs from 
anybody. Everything we have put up 
on our site has been with our own 
capita! and initiative. 


4. It may be correct that at Di- 
Zahav, “the catch was drastically 
reduced as soon as the place became 
a tourist centre." We have got 
nothlng.to do with Dl-Zahav. Our fish 
restaurant has expanded incredibly 
this year, catering to tourists from 
Israel and overseas. And at the same 
time we have expanded our fishing 
activities which are still the backbone 
of our company. 

We also nave plans for processing 
smoked fish, "lakurda” and salted 
fish. We are doubling our freezing 
.space, which is the key to fisheries' 
development to the area. We have a 
definite future Interest in fish 
breeding and particularly shrimp 
breeding; and- on the tourist side, the 
.development of facilities tor sports 
fishing. We will undoubtedly need 
government financial assistance, 
but this will be on a business basis, 
the same as any other enterprise in a 
development area. 

5. If we have any complaint. It is 
not really against the government 
authqrlties who have seen what we 
have acheived on our own and who 
unanimously approve and are anx- 
ious to cooperate with us. And when 
money is Invested, it will be done 
responsibly because it will either be 
money from our own pockets, or 
money for which we have to arrange 
proper guarantees. 

We believe that we will prosper in 
direct relationship to the service that, 
we give the public and the skill and 
hard work we put Into our fishing. 
We feel. that It is a tremendous 
privilege to develop the beautiful 
area around Nueiba, and .we are 
determined to prove worthy of It.

SPIRITUAL ORPHANS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
~ Sir, — It was most disturbing to 
read Rabbi Gerson Winer’s report on 
his experience with some secularist 
kibbutzim to which he endeavoured 
to bring the blessing of High Holyday 
services (September 12). Kol 
hakavod. to him for his valiant ef- 
forts. It Is hard to say who should 
take more of the blame: the blind 
kibbutz fanatics or the religious 
community which has neglected this 
aspect of Its work. 

However, the sorry situation 
should not be exaggerated by ex- 
cessive generalizations. Many kib- 
butzim have built synagogues and 
use them — certainly on the High 
Holydays. Some years ago. I 
volunteered to spend Tom Klppur in 
a northern kibbutz: It was a 


meaningful experience and I was 
spared some of the distressing ex- 
periences of Rabbi Winer. 

I blame myself and my rabbinate 
colleagues to Israel for not being 
more active In this field. One does 
not have to be a Conservative xabbl 
to quality for this work, as Kabbl 
Winer gratuitously suggests. Much 
remains to be done by us to give ser- 
vice in more than one sense to those 
who should .be considered spiritual 
orphans In our midst.
